Dwarf  pears  bear  earlier  than  Standard 
and  hence  are  more  valuable  for  garden  and  orchard  planting  Dwarfs  do  not  live  as  long  as 
Standards  Some  dwarf  pear  orchards  that  are  still  bearing  large  crops,  are  30  to  40  years 
old.  The  leader  of  all  dwarf  pears  is  the  Duchess  d’Angouleme.  Other  varieties  are  Kieffer, 
the  great  winter  pear,  Louise  Bonne,  Koonce,  Wilder  and  Tyson.  All  trees  are  3 to  4 feet,
